Sunday the 17th of April, the Side 
Hack Assn. dropped the banner for 
250 riders to start their Hare Scram- 
bles 23 miles west of Lancaster in 
the Holiday Hills area. 

The weather was like 90 degrees, 
and the desert was covered for miles 
on end with orange poppies. 

I rode the course early Saturday 
moming, and it was about 90% new 
territory. The one problem with the 
course was the deep brush about 1% 
feet tall. The lime was difficult to 
see in it, but it was there and very 
ample at that. (Note to other desert 
clubs: try liming your course with a 
sidehack sometime. Just fasten a 
barrel of lime on the platform-and 
scoop it out. End sacking chores 
forever!) 

Some got lost (as a few will), 
but they found the trail again and 
went on to finish. The four 23 mile 
loops. The course had a lot of sand 
in it, and also one tight, twisting 
wash that you could ride high on the 
banks like a roller coaster, and some 
cross-grain terrain like riding adja- 
centtothe mountain drainage ditches 
which are some 12-15 ft. deep and 
20-30 ft. across, and there you have 
giant size whoop-de-doos. 

At the end of the course (after 
topping a sand ridge) you could see 
the pits and of course one has the 
tendency to kind of ‘‘wick it up’’ 
here, which could become Endover 
City. The ground had brush-covered 
mounds in it and you could get air- 
borne with very little effort. 

The first loop had Dick Vick lead- 
ing on his Triumph, with ‘‘Husky’’ 
mounted Malcolm Smith right on his 
pipes. The second loop Vick had 
about a 1% minute lead over Smith, 
half-way around the course. The 
third loop Smith passed Vick in the 
sand wash but Vick got him back on 
a 2-mile dirt road. Malcolm now knew 
that if he was going to win the 
race, he would have to put some 
distance between him and Vick in 
the boonies, so that when they got 
to the road again, Vick wouldn’t eat 
his 250 up with that 650 Triumph. 
He did just that, flying low. It doesn’t 
seem possible to ride that fast in 
that kind of country, but Malcolm did 
it and won overall with Gary Conrad 
on a 250 Greeves in second place 
and Vick third place, Mike Patrick 
(Norton) fourth, giving the first four 
places to four different machines.

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LETTER ROCKS SPORTS 
COMMITTEE 


Tabled from the previous Southern 
California Sports Committee meeting, 
the much-discussed letter from some of 
the desert clubs was brought up, with 
each point discussed and where neces- 
sary, voted upon in turn. The complete 
letter is as follows: 

To District 37: March 2, 1966 

Here are some recommendations that 
a small group of desert clubs have put 
together and feel will benefit all the 
riders instead of a select few. с 
1, Designate runs to clubs by appoint- 

ment following a letter from the club 

stating (A) experience, (B) past per- 
formance, (C) manpower. 
2. All rule changes recommended by the 

Competition Committee, or from the 

floor, be first submitted to all clubs 
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in written form and voted on ‘later, 
after consideration by the clubs. 

3. Legal equipment shall be optional for 
enduros. This option being left to the 
discretion of the sponsoring club, de- 
pending on whether they cross high- 
ways or not. 

4. Voting delegates or alternates only 
be seated separately, at the front or 
side of the assembly during meeting, 
distinctly apart from the spectators 
and visitors. 

5. Voting by roll call or ballot only. 
6. Trophy presentations should not be 
allowed at District 37 meetings. 

7. The Sports Committee monthly min- 
utes should be sent to all member 
clubs within 10 days following the 
meeting. 

8. (A) Ambulance set-up is not practical. 
Where does the extra money go? Needs 
four wheel drive backup. Written pro-

cedure should be mailed to all clubs. 
(B) Money for the ambulance fee be 
paid by the club, out of entry fee 
only, with no kick-back to District 
37 Sports Committee. 

9. Voting for District officers should be 
made by all District 37 Club members 
in good standing who have District 
37 riding number. 

10. Quarterly treasurers report be put in 

minutes and distributed to clubs. 

11. Allone day enduros be held on Open 

Sunday only. 
Signed by representatives from the 
following clubs—

Spokebenders, Simi Valley, Pros- 
pectors, Buzzards, Checkers, Lost An- 
gels, P.M.C., Dynamites, Victors, 
S.G.V.M.C. 

The following are the results of dis- 
cussion of each of the 11 points. 

1. No deviation is recommended from 
the way it is being done. Clubs could 
challenge in writing any date before 
the calendar is frozen for the year. 

2. A representative can always table 
any motion so it can be taken back 
to, and discussed by, the clubs if it 
is that important. 

3. The committee favors this suggestion. 
The clubs should be able to decide 
if they are going to touch the high- 
ways or not. 

4. The committee couldn't see any rea- 
son for doing this unless it was con- 
fusing during a count by show of 
hands. 

. If this was done on every issue the 
meetings would go on all night and it 
is not necessary on every issue. If it 
is for an important issue, then a roll- 
call vote, is usually called for. 

6. From now on, no trophy presentations 
will be allowed as it slows meetings 
down too much and there is barely 
time to get all the business attended 
to. 

1. This will be done. 

8. Stickle Ambulance has a four-wheel- 
drive vehicle that will be available. 
A procedure will be drawn up by the 
committee and sent to the clubs. The 
money for the ambulance will be held 
in the general fund and representatives 
will be told later what will be done 
with extra funds as they accumulate. 
Bill Adams reasonably objected to 
the term **kick-back'" used in the letter, 

9. This sounds good but how would you 
go about it? There are thousands of 
riders in the district. This year only 
about 30% of riders from the previous 
year applied for a number, so if every- 
one was given a vote this would in- 
clude hundreds of riders who have no 
consistent riding record and therefore 
could not know the real issues in 
voting for officers. 

10. Alldelegates are given a look at the 
books. They are open for inspection 
at all meetings. It was recommended 
that the treasurers report not be sub- 
mitted in writing to save extra work 
and possible hassles. It was not 
necessary to make the report public 
knowledge. 

11. Recommendation agreed with. 

Next came a roll-call passing the 
recommendation that the above be ac- 
cepted as a whole. 

During the remainder of the meeting, 
various other subjects came up, includ- 
ing more discussion of the desert am- 
bulance service. This grew a little 
heated as one representative asked who 
would have the authority to decide if a 
man was injured enough to move the am- 
bulance. At the Lost Angels run a man 
had two broken ribs and a broken wrist 
and the ambulance still wouldn't move 
out to get him. Jean Carter suggested 
that if a rider can be brought in a truck 
or on the back of a bike it is better to 
leave the ambulance in the pit area in 
case a more serious injury occurs. An- 
other remark that under the terms of the 
contract an injury could be very serious 
and the ambulance still wouldn’t move 
unless the rider was unconscious or had 
compound fractures. It was also brought 
up that when a rider has to be taken to a 
hospital (one of his choice) the charge 
is 50¢ a mile. 

Sponsoring clubs at desert events 
must police the pit area after an event 
to get rid of boxes, cans etc., as these 
are left looking very bad at times. It 
was suggested that everyone take their 
own garbage home so that it won’t be so 
hard to clean up the area after an event. 

For scrambles riders was the infor- 
mation that the last time the Committee 
was at Prado, some of the rules offend- 
ers were docked fifty points for infrac- 
tions. One rider allowed a little bike 
rider to use his big bike number plate, 
and that cost him fifty points. Also, 
small bikes are not allowed to ride in 
big bike practice. If clubs will turn in 
the riding numbers of people who per- 
sist in doing this, the Committee will 
take care of the problem. 


SHOULD CLUBS SPECIALIZE? 


The meeting was ended with the sug> 
gestion that clubs designated theme 
selves as either scrambles or desert 
organizations and vote on issues that 
way.

Riders that are 
meek and mildon the dirt are many times 
tigers with blood in their eye as they 
pull off the track at Long Beach. 

There are a few mild feuds going on 
inthistype of racing but nothing serious 
as yet. Riders in these parts are just 
not accustomed to riding and racing as 
indoor racing demands. They'll get used 
to it. 

There is more bar-banging and wheel- 
rubbing per lap at Long Beach than any 
other track going. If the riders can hold 
their tempers just one more time this 
Saturday night then they can have until 
next November to cool off -- and get 
ready for a really full schedule. 


CARLSBAD ROAD RACING 


The announcement in this issue that 
both Daytona winners, Buddy Elmoreand 
Bob Winters, will be at Carlsbad on 
May 15th assures promoter Sandy Belond 
of having the most, talent-loaded field 
of road racers to ever compete in these 
parts. 

Both riders learned their road racing 
on short courses and both have already 
stated that they are not coming all the 
way out here just to ride and not win. 
They both know that this is the same 
track that will host a national road race 
on Sept. 18th. Elmore is the current 
leader in national points and wants to 


try seriously for the title this year, now 
that he has already won Daytona. 

The Carlsbad race will be a national 
chasein everything but the name. Yama- 
ha, Suzuki, H-D, Triumph and BSA will 
all be out in force to try for either or 
both of the wins at stake in the big and 
small bike main events. 

Not to be overlooked is the expected 
duel in the novice class between Walt 
Fulton and Jim Deehan.

OVER AT ASCOT 


The novice and amateur riders really 
put on the show last week. There is no 
reason to think that things will be any 
different from week to week in these 
two classes. A rider can be a hero one 
Friday and just another rider the next. 

That's the type of racing that makes 
it interesting for all concerned. Tanner 
still has things much his own way in the 
expert class and this could sway atten- 
tion to the other two classes. 





We've been saving a great deal 
of praise for the machine we knew 
was coming, but began to believe 
would never arrive... the first real 
dual-purpose street/scrambler. 

Sure, we know several manufac- 
turers have attempted to fill this 
crying need with semi-street, semi- 
dirt versions. We commend their 
tucked in, competition exhausts. We 
applaud the quickly detachable light- 
ing systems some offer. And we 
cherish the custom touches that have 
finally begunto appear on showroom 
models. 

But nowhere have we.found a 
Stock motorcycle quite as satisfy- 
ing on both pavement and powder as 
the 247.69cc Montesa Scorpion. 

The Scorpions are still scarce in 
this country (Distributor Kim Kim- 
ball promises a celebration party on 
the docks when the first big ship- 
ment arrives) but with a low price 
tag of only $745 you can add a pre- 
mium of $50 for air freight and have 
one right now for a price that still 
is less than one would expect to pay 
for a bike that combines both road 
and dirt performance without com- 
promising on either score. 

CYCLE NEWS only took a brief 
ride on Kimball's personal machine. 
We have learned to tell a lot about 
a motorcycle from first impressions. 
The verdict is, we want one. Here's 
why: 

On the road, where we rack up 
most of our motorcycle mileage, the 
short stroke 250cc single purrs ef- 
fortlessly at 60-65 mph. Over 65 a 
buzz develops that warns you of im- 
pending police action, and that's 
the only hint of vibration the cycle 
has. There is more speed in hand if 
you needit. Acceleration is quick 
and strong. The 2-stroke single is a 
“*mixer’’ (you have to stir the oil 
in with the gas), but we are used to 
that. 

Pavement handling is ideal for 
the kind of riding that includes low 
corner-bending, slow traffic-snakery, 
quick evasive action and freeway

cruising. It wheelies at any speed 
when you want it to, just by twist- 
ing the throttle and lifting the bars. 


The steel clutch is, as far as we 
know, indestructible. The brakes 
are fine and shifting gears is a 
positive delight. 

Fact that it is a one-kick starter 
and the passionate exhaust sound 
convince us it meets the road re- 
quirements. How about the dirt? 

Aha! See those forks? Spanish 
Cerianis (actually, Telesco, a copy 
of the Ceriani design). Unbolt the 
lights, unsnap the wires (there is 
no battery), change rear sprockets 
for maximum dig and look out, Mal- 
colm... Viva, here we come! 

Fortunately, not all about the 
Scorpion is perfect, or else Kimball 
would have nothing to do all year 
but fill orders. The brake pedal al- 
lows your toe to slip off in emer- 
gencies. Needs an extra bend at the 
tip. The air cleaner isn't quite yet 
up to California's dusty demands 
(why not use some of that space be- 
hind the paneling for an enormous 
filter?). The seat requires just one 
more inch of foam rubber padding. 
And there is one bothersome flat 
spotinthe acceleration curve (about 
2500-3000 rpm at a guess)that sales 
rep. Ernie Aragon claims a few bolt- 
on goodies will cure. 

All the speed equipment acces- 
sories are available from Montesa 
dealers to turn the Scorpion into a 
LaCross Scrambler--tuned racing 
exhaust, high-compression head, 
bigger carburetion. The buyer has 
his choice of tires, included in the 
price, and the machine comes with 
akit of tools,in case you wondered.

TWO DAYTONA CHAMPS 
TO CARLSBAD AMA RACE 


Carlsbad Raceway owner Sandy 
Belond announced this week that not 
one, but both of the recent Daytona In- 
ternational Speedway winners will be at 
Carlsbad for the May 15th road race. 
200-mile champion Buddy Elmore and 
100-mile 250cc winner Bobby Winters 
will both be here-for the first profes- 
sional cycle road race to be held in the 
state since-1958. 

The El Paso, Texas and Ft. Smith, 
Arkansas riders will make a special 
trip to California for this one event 
only, before again heading back east 
for the coming national AMA circuit that 
starts on May 29th in Wisconsin. 

Elmore and Winters both set new 
course records at Daytona in March. 
Both are being brought to Calif. especi- 
ally to ride on the official Yamaha fac- 
tory racing team in the Carlsbad event 
on May 15th. They are also expected to 
enter the big bike race. Elmore will ride 
Triumph while Winters will probably be 
BSA-mounted. 

The two Daytona winners will join 
Ralph White and Buddy Elmore to bring 
the Yamaha team up to full strength for 
their second challenge from the Suzuki 
factory team of Dick Hammer and Dan 
Haaby, and the Harley-Davidson entries 
of Mert Lawwill and Cal Rayborn.
